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Narberth Proceeds to Get Ready 
For the Fourth of July 

Now that the Memorial Day observance is over, a pro- 
gram by the American Legion that never fails to provide 
an impressive day of recollection for the precious dead who 
served their country's cause, this month of June will get 
the town ready for the Borough's far-famed Independence 
Day celebration. 

For manv years Narberth has been the mecca for thou- 
sands from the citv and the adjoining countrysides when 
comes the Fourth of July, for here it is that the time- 
honored customs continue to prevail. Let us hope that this 
town will never get as blase about the Nation s Birthday as 
seems to be the case in most of the neighborhoods about us, 
for patriotic arteries can harden as well as the physical 
ones, and in both cases the end result is not so good. 

This year, as last, Councilman William P. Davies will 
be the General Chairman, with Councilman Sterling M. 
Chain as Chairman of "Narberth Day," the designation for 
the variety of attractive activities which are conducted by 
the local' women's organizations, including all of the 
churches. Hovering over the day-time pattern is the spirit 
of Mrs. Eberhardt Mueller, who first conceived the idea and 
who brought renown to the Borough because of the skilled 
manner in which she directed these affairs until her retire- 
ment last year. She is now the Honorary Chairman. 

The Night Chairman will be William S. Howard, who 
provided such a grand fireworks show last year, and who, 
it is reported, is arranging a pyrotechnic display for this 
year which will transcend all previous exhibits. 

The money will come, as usual, from the residents, who 
need no persuasion to be generous, and the nice part about 
it is that even those who are not here on the holiday feel 
impelled to contribute in order to insure the town tradition. 
That kind of viewpoint is a refreshing and wholesome 
thing. 

It is also understandable that there are some who feel 
that monev should not "go up in smoke," as they express it, 
and with that idea there can be no quarrel. The donations 
made by such friends are reserved for use in another man- 
ner, improvements on the Playground, and also, it is re- 
ported, a contribution may be made by the Committee to 
help the Medical Corps pay for that new ambulance which 
has proved so useful for it. That latter disbursement, how- 
ever, has so far been discussed only as a suggestion. 

This distribution of the collection lets everybody come 
in. those for and those against fireworks, and if each house- 
hold does its fair part, observing a minimum of $2, there 
will be ample for everything, fireworks, additions to recrea- 
tional facilities, and perhaps a nice little gift for the Med- 
ical Corps, which seems to be the one local organization 
which has never received any part of the holiday fund's 
surplus. 

A formal request for general cooperation will go 
through the mails shortly, with checks to be sent, as has 
been the case for what seems to be a hundred years, to Carl 
P.. Metzger. Jr., Treasurer, at the National Bank of Nar- 
berth. Those who respond quickly will be acclaimed as best 
benefactors, and it will be agreed that the men who are 
charged with the numerous details of an important occasion 
are entitled to the prompt support of the community they 
seek to serve, for the whole spirit of the good enterprise is 
lessened when the funds needed must be unduly urged. 

As usual, Our Town will print the names of those who 
donate .$2 or more for the clay's expenses, a procedure 
adopted, not merely to publicize the patrons for their finan- 
cial aid, but chiefly to establish a roll of sponsors who have 
kindred thoughts on the value of maintaining memories of 
what brought this Republic into being. It should always 
be remembered that this neighborhood was hallowed in a 
particular manner by the history which was made here- 
abouts in the struggle for freedom and which gives the 
local celebration its own special significance. 

The Committee has requested that this call shall be 
made and so from now on in let the money flow and let 
good nature and whole-hearted help be the neighborhood 
theme as once again the citizens assemble to pay tribute to 
a Nation born of sacrifice and now risen to be the bounteous 
benefactor of all mankind.
